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How is it possible that some of us are doing so much with our. microcomputer systems, 
and others have accomplished so little? It occurs to me that with a club of several hundred 
people, with multiple subgroups for those with particular special interests, virtually any 
problem is solvable, and expert counsel can be found on virtually every subject. I submit 
that the fault lies in that venerable American institution: - popularization. 

The second great wave of computer retail stores is upon us, eclipsing that to which we 
were treated in 1975-76, Today computers are sold by relail chain stores. Every newsstand, 
it seems, has almost as many computer-oriented magazines as it has those of sexual 
orientation. Inept and disinterested print and electronic journalists hold the same 
interview endlessly and expound upon the virtues of an ill-defined milieu called "the home 
computer revolution". It is not remarkable then that, as basic system prices have fallen, 
small computers have begun to seem as commonplace as TVs and microwave ovens. 

No home should be without one (or two)! Be the first to have Donkey Kong CTM) at home! 
Everyone uses VisiCalc CTM) (substitute WordStar CTM), PASCAL MT+ (TM), etc.). 

Well, permit me to propound a minority viewpoint. Programmable computers are NOT for 
everyone. if you want to justify the expenditure of several thousands (or even several 
hundreds) of dollars you've got to bring to the experience of computer ownership an 
enthusiasm, an energy, a curlousity that some people lose with the passing of their 
schooldays and others may possibly never have manifested at all. 

If it is true that these wonderful machines are not for everyone, it can also be said 
that LICA is not for everyone. There is a world of difference between a thing's being 
available and that same thing being used appropriately. If you seek more than pride of 
ownership, and the ability to shout "me too" when someone mentions a particular device or 
program, you belong among us. If you recognize that computers involve so many 
rapidly-changing disciplines that no one person could keep abreast of them all, LICA is the 
place for you, and your 1983 dues just might be the best $12 investment you've ever made. 
As my help wanted ads used to read: nay-sayers, crybabies, and simplists need not apply.

If you believe that your CP/M» system will run any C P / M • word 
processor you may be in for a surprise. Because of the wide variety 
of consoles and printers with special requirements, full-screen 
editors and word processors must be tailored to your system if you 
want to get the most out of them. 



In many cases, software vendors stock a number of program 

variations, any of which will match your system, if it is a popular 

one. Sometimes they have a program which customizes s standard 

program. However, if your console Is unusual, you will need an 

editor, like Vedlt, tnat you can program yourself. if your printer is 

mora complex than a typewriter, you may also need a tailored text 
processor . 

Vedlt Is primarily^ full-screen editor for programming. For 
this purpose it is first-rate, it is also very useful for word 
processing if your requirements are simple, 

Ths first thing that you do when you get your (copyable) disc 
from CompuView Products, inc., is to set up your keyboard to perform 
the various edit functions. You pick the keys that you will find the 
easiest to remember to perform functions like moving the cursor, 
deleting, inserting or' moving text, etc. for example, if you have an 
up-arrow you can us© that for moving the cursor up one line, or for 
moving text, you can use control /M. if you are not happy about the 
way that you set it up, you can easily change it anytime. 

This flexibility makes it possible for the very powerful Vedit 
commands to be used on the simplest keyboard while it can also make 
use of aii kinds of function kays on sophisticated keyboards.
